Previous studies have shown 
that no additional safety meas- 
ures are needed at the inter- 
section, R. S. Currie, district en- 
gineer for the department, has 
said. 

.Two persons have been killed 
and 19 injured in accidents at the 
intersection since Jan. 1, 1958. 

Currie denied that that many 
deaths and injuries had occurred 
at the intersection, but he con- 
ceded that all of the accidents 
occurred within one-tenth of a 
mile of the crossing. 

Residents of Fair Acres, a 
subdivision off Redman, have 
pointed out that the chief safety 
hazard of the crossing is a dip 
in Highway 67 immediately north 
of Redman. 

View Restricted. 


Automobiles coming out of the 
dip are not visible until just be- 
fore they get to the intersection. 
The speed limit on the highway 
is 70 miles an hour during the 
day and 65 at night. 

Officers of the Fair Acres Im- 
provement Association have writ- 
ten the Highway - Department 
asking that the intersection be 
restudied and urging that. three 
steps be taken: 

Establishment of a 45-mile-an- 
hour speed zone, installation of 
flashing lights and a bar on park- 
ing along the highway. 

Currie emphatically denied to- 
day that the Highway Depart- 
ment had refused to install ad- 
ditional traffic safety devices at 
the intersection. 

He said the only device the 
department would not consider 
is an electric stop-and-go signal, 
which he contended is not pri- 
marily a safety device. It is pri- 
marily a device to move traffic, 
he asserted. 

Warning Signs. 

Currie pointed out that re- 
flector signs warning of a major 
intersection now stand 600 feet 
north and 600 feet south of Red- 
man avenue on Highway 67. 

As for the problem of parking 
along the highway near the in- 
tersection, there have been ‘“‘no 
parking” signs along that sec- 
tion for some time, Currie said. 

“If trucks have been parking 
along the highway near the in- 
tersection, that is a question of 
enforcement,” he declared. 

“The Highway Department 
feels strongly about parking 
along a shoulder. This contrib- 
utes very materially to traffic 
accidents.” 

Residents of the subdivision 
have reported that truck drivers 
park their vehicles near the 
highway while they go into a 
nearby restaurant, obscuring the 
vision of motorists approaching 
the intersection. The restaurant, 
recently opened, is on the north- 
west corner of the intersection.

Aboussie Asks Blair to 
Include Proposal in 
Special Session Call 
—It Would Lift 89- 
Cent Limit. 


A constitutional amendment 
will be sought to increase the 
maximum tax which the St. 
Louis Board of Education may 
impose without voter approval, 
it was learned today. 

Alex A. Aboussie, chairman of 
the School Board’s legislative 
committee, said the higher rate 
would be requested. 

The Missouri Constitution lim- 
its the maximum school tax with- 
out voter aproval to 89 cents in 
St. Louis. 

All other school districts in the 
state are permitted to levy a.tax 
of up to $1 without voter ap- 
proval, Aboussie noted. 

To be eligible for state aid, 
a school district must have a tax 
of at least $1 on each $100 of 
assessed property valuation, 
Aboussie pointed out. 

If St. Louis voters at any 
time rejected a proposal for a 
temporary increase in the school 
tax, the rate would automatically 
revert to 89 cents, disqualifying 
the city from state aid, he said. 

From time to time, St. Louis | 
voters have approved temporary | 
school tax rates in excess of 
the 89-cent levy. 

The current rate of $1.51 on 
each $100 of assessed valuation 
was approved at a special elec- 
tion in the spring of 1958 for 
a two-year period. 

This rate will expire next year, 
and unless a new temporary 
rate is approved between now 
and then, the rate will revert to 
89 cents for the 1960-61 school 
year. 

The St. Louis school system 
receives more than 25 per cent 
of its income from the state. 

“The purpose of seeking the | 
change is to protect our state | 
aid,” Aboussie remarked.

NEW YORK, Aug. 10 rie 
A shutdown of a second of the 

nation’s basic metals industries 
began today when members of 
the United Steelworkers of Amer- 
ica and of the International 


Union of Mine, Mill and Smelter | 


Workers went on strike against 
Kennecott Copper Corp. in four 
western states. 

Picket lines went up this morn- 
ing and company officials said 
the strike amounted to a com- 
plete shutdown. Picket lines 
were orderly and no incidents 
were reported. 

Members of the United Steel- 
workers have been on strike for 
12 days against a Phelps-Dodge 
Copper Co. refinery in New York 
City. 

The Kennecott strike involves 
about 2300 USW members in 
Utah and Arizona and 6000 Mine, 
Mill and Smelter Workers mem- 
bers in those two states and in 
Nevada and New Mexico. 

Meantime, the steel union sent 
its ‘‘second string” negotiators 
into joint bargaining talks with 
steel industry representatives to- 
day as that strike neared the end 
of its fourth week without a sign 
of settlement. 

Similar Wage Demands. 

Wage demands in both metals 
industries have been similar— 
an estimated 15-cent package in 
steel, and a 15- to 17-cent pack- 
age in copper. Copper and 
aluminum contracts normally 
follow the pattern set in steel 
industry wage talks. Aluminum 
firms and the USW and other in- 
volved unions agreed on a strike 
truce, however, pending outcome 
of the steel talks. 

The steel industry has refused 
to discuss a wage increase with- 
out rules changes which would 
keep their total labor bills at

CUBA REPORTED

INVASION PLOT 


HAVANA, Aug. 10 (AP) — 
Fidel Castro’s government main- 
tained a news blackout today. 
Unconfirmed reports said a large 
number of civilians and regular 
army men had been arrested to 
smash a military conspiracy 
against the revolutionary regime. 

Official silence also greeted 
inquiries about reports of abor- 
tive sea and air strikes at the 
small Isle of Pines, off Cuba’s 
southwest coast. 

Camp Libertad just outside 
Havana, where a number of 
those arrested were reported be- 
ing questioned was closed off to 
civilians. By midnight even tele- 
phone calls went unanswered. 

One official source reported 
earlier that 200 or more men 
were arrested on suspicion of 
plotting against Castro’s eight-

Mass Arrests. 


This was the picture given by 
the unconfirmed reports: 

An anti-government plot was 
nipped at an army camp near 
Managua, about eight miles south 
of Havana. This brought about 
mass arrests there and at Camp 
Libertad of military personnel 
held over from deposed dictator 
Fulgencio Batista’s army. 


Small armed bands from the 
Dominican Republic landed by 
sea and transport plane late Fri- 
day and early Saturday in a 
futile effort to free prisoners on 
the Isle of Pines. Castro forces 
broke up both attempts and cap- 
tured a number of the raiders. 


Twenty-eight mechanics of the 
government air force are being 
held at Camaguey after the crash 
of a bomber that killed the pilot 
and injured two others.

ULAN BATOR, Outer Mongolia,

Outer Mongolia still lives by the social pattern carved across 
its terrain by the ruthless hand of Genghis Khan. After 700 years 
this remote Asian country stands on the brink of metamorphosis. 


This correspondent has spent 


three weeks in Outer Mongolia, 
which calls itself the Mongolian 
People’s Republic. He has trav- 
eled more than 750 miles by jeep 
through roadless pastoral! valleys 
and rugged mountains. He has 
talked to herdsmen in their 
yurts, the traditional Mongol 
round tents. He has interviewed 
officials from Premier Yumzha- 
giin Tsedenbal on down and vis- 
ited industrial and agricultural 
enterprises. 

The picture that emerges is 
that of a country at a turning 
point in history, a point likely 
to be marked by stress, strain 
and radical overturn of an an- 
cient and stubbornly held way 
of life. 

The interest of the United 
States in Outer Mongolia’s evo- 
lution from centuries of isolation 
is not inconsiderable. Outer Mon- 
golia makes no secret of its de- 
sire to establish diplomatic and 
other contacts with the United 
States, a desire closely linked 
with the country’s emerging fu- 
ture.

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A District for Growth - 


Citizens discussing the Freeholders’ pro- 
posal of a Metropolitan District are reported 
to be primarily interested in what it will cost 
in the form of taxes. This is a proper con- 
cern, and questions of cost will be thoroughly 
explored in the coming campaign. But, just 
as a balance sheet would be inadequate if it 
listed all liabilities and no assets, city and 
county voters should consider not only what 
the District would cost, but what it would 
produce, 

Our belief is that an ably governed Metro- 
politan District which fulfilled the potential 
of the Freeholders’ plan would produce far 
more than it would cost. It would do this by 
creating a favorable climate for economic 
growth. By attracting new industry and ‘by 
enhancing the efficiency of the environment 
for existing industry the District would broad- 
en the economic base of the whale metro 
politan area, and thus make the costs of all 
local government, including the . District, 
more easily borne. 

When the political scientists of Washington 
and St. Louis universities began their studies 
for the Metropolitan Survey, out of which 
the Freeholders’ plan grew, what struck them 
more forcibly than anything else was the 
need for stepping up this area’s rate of eco- 
nomic growth. They found that metropolitan 
St. Louis has lagged behind most other urban 
centers which are its economic competi- 
tors in: 


—population increase; 
—labor force: 
—manufacturing activity; 
—per capita income. 


Manufacturing, the biggest employer in 
metropolitan St. Louis, increased 32 per cent 
during the ‘40s; but according to the Survey 
“virtually all competing metropolitan areas” 
witnessed a greater increase. Retail sales 
went up 34 per cent in that decade, but this 
rate of increase merely paralleled that of 
other cities, and in 1954 the St. Louis area 
ranked nineteenth in per capita sales among 
the 25 most populous areas. From 1948 to 
1954, wholesaling increased 13 per cent in 
the country as a whole, but in St. Louis only 
4 per cent. Per capita income in this area, 
as compared with the national average, ac- 
tually declined 10 per cent frem 1929 to 
1954; our per capita income in 1950 was es- 
timated at $1686 compared with $1746 for 
Kansas City and $1994 for Chicago. 

These figures retell a familiar story: If 
St. Louis is to progress, it must broaden its 
economic base. The whole area needs more 
new industry, a more vigorous commerce, a 
dynamic economie growth. For this an im- 

roved governmental climate is necessary. 

e need: 

—more efficient traffie flow; 

—a rapid mass transit system; 

— over-all resource planning; 

~—publie effort to attract industry; 

—a new sprit of metropolitan enterprise. 


It is the purpose of the District to bring 
these essentials of economic growth into be- 
ing. The District is not a reform for the mere 
sake of reform: it is a change in governmental 
structure for the purpose of broadening the 
economic structure. Its yield can far out- 
weigh any new taxes it may cost. Adoption 
of the plan Nov, 3 is vital to the future of St, 
Louis, city and county alike. 


Gov. Blair at San Juan 

Gov. Blair told the governors’ conference 
in San Juan that Missourians want a lot of 
state services but don’t want to pay the new 
taxes to support them. It was not a very 
flattering description of the Governor’s con- 
stituents, and it omitted one important factor 
in the situation. 

Missourians might be somewhat more re- 
ceptive to the idea of new or additional taxes 
for vital state services if they felt quite sure 
that the existing taxes were being fully col- 
lected. When one has a well documented 
hunch that .a substantial number -of his fel- 
low citizens are dodging the income tax, and 
that the state is not doing everything possible 
to collect income tax due, then one must be 
forgiven for viewing new taxes with a leery 
eye, And one doesn’t have to be a Missourian 
to experience this universal human reaction. 

The whole truth about the Missouri tax- 
and-budget experience is that Gov. Blair's 
budget this year could have been financed in 
full by withholding income texes at the 
source. Gov. Blair did not lift a finger to get 
withholding established. He listened instead 
to the employers’ lobby, which objected ‘to the 
slight extra work or expense which withhold- 
ing might cost some employers.

Compromise on Housing 

A Senate subcommittee has decided against 
an attempt to override President Eisenhower's 
veto of the housing bill, and has written a 
bill which the committee hopes the President 
will ‘sign. The measure seems a fair compro- 
mise between congressiona! and presidential

housing provision of 45,000 units in the vetoed 
bill to 37,000 (the President opposed any new 
public housing). It cut urban renewal grants 
from $900,000,000 to 650 millions (the Presi- 
dent suggested 600 millions). And it reduced 
loans for college housing from 300 to 250 
millions (the Administration proposed 200 
millions). 

On two other points the subcommittee re- 
fused to back down from presidential oppo- 
sition. The group included 50 millions in 
loans for housing for elderly persons and 
an equal amount for college classroom and 
laboratories. 

The net result is a billion-dollar housing 
bill, which is 325 millions leas than the sum 
provided in the vetoed bill, but 240 millions 
more than Mr. Eisenhower had sought; Sena- 
tor Sparkman of Alabama, Democratic chair 
man of the subcommittee, says he and Repub- 
lican Senator Capehart of Indiana believe the 
new measure will win congressional approval. 
Will it also win presidential approval? 

Senate and House votes on the vetoed bill 
indicated Congress would not override the 
veto. But that sentiment might change if Mr. 
Eisenhower vetoed the new compromise meas- 
ure, Some constructive housing legislation 
must be passed this year. And every item in 
the new bill would prove useful. Cities espe- 
cially need the twin assurances of urban 
renewal grants and public housing. 

The new legislation will make it more diffi- 
cult for Mr. Eisenhower to contend that any- 
thing in excess of his limited proposals would 
be wasteful or inflationary. Congress is trim- 
ming its sails, and the White House would be 
well advised to accept the housing bill in the 
spirit in which it is offered. 


The Courting of Adenauer 

President Eisenhower had always intended 
to see Chancellor Adenauer on his trip to 
Europe. His decision now to visit Bonn for 
that purpose, and to make Bonn the first 
stop of all, adds the extra touch of flattery 
which the Chancellor seems to require. 

It is important to assure the Weat Germans 
that no vital interest of theirs is going to be 
bargained away in the talks with Khrushchev. 
It is also important to insist that Bonn throw 
no obstacles in the way of the fullest and 
freest discussions between the President and 
the Soviet Premier. If the President can 
achieve these two aims through the judicious 
use of a little diplomatic soft soap, and still 
stop short of letting the special interests of 
the Adenauer government control the broad 
purposes of Western policy, he will find the 
effort worth making. 


School Guards for the City 

The squabble which erupted last April be- 
tween the city and its police over school 
crossing guards hag come to a sensible solu- 
tion with Mayor Tucker's announcement that 
the city will pay the guards. 

This issue grew out of the city’s lack of 
financial resources. The Board of Estimate 
tried to eliminate the cost of the guards from 
the police budget, The Police Board took 
the guards off its payroll but then rescinded 
the action and kept the guards on duty until 
the end of the school year. Recently the 
Missouri Supreme Court upheld the Police 
Board in most of its budget disputes with 
the city, but ruled that the school guards 
had been incorrectly grouped as civilian 
rather than commissioned personnel. 

While the court ruling made city respon- 
sibility almost inevitable, passage of the 
earnings tax made acceptance of that re- 
sponsibility finaneially possible. The city 
administration, however, has done more than 
merely accept the duty of paying the guards. 
It has adopted the recommendations made 
by Leland H, Bates, city traffic eer, who 
studied the school crossing pro in St. 
Louig and: other cities. One recommenda- 
tion was for physical and mental examine- 
tions for the guards. 

As a result, St. Louis not only will have 
guards at 216 crossings when schools open 
next month, but also should have a more 
effective school guard system.

In 1955 when the Cardinals 
were trying to get him waived 
out of the league so he could 
become playing manager at 
Houston, his adopted home, we 
helped sell competitor Sol on 
the difficult idea that he ought 
to cut short his big-league 
career.

Has it hurt Hemus not to have 
had previous managerial expe- 
rience? Probably. But, then, 
don’t we all grow in a job if 
we're trying as hard as the 
Mighty Mouse strives to suc- 
ceed in everything? 

Personally, we've felt that 
as a rookie manager, Sol has 
(1) fought the umpires too 
much, (2) used the hit-and-run 
play excessively, and (3) un- 
derstandably shown subjective 
sentiment, rather than objec- 
tive judgment, toward players 
with whom he has played. 

Why, if the Cardinals had 
obtained all the Philadelphia 
players Hemus recommended 
in deals since last fall, they 
‘would be where the Phillies 
are—in last place. 


Rabbit-Eared Umps 
Folks in the front office have 
been that there have 
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been a number of boos min- 
gled with cheers whenever the 
Mighty Mouse has come onto 
the field as manager. After all, 
he was a popular player here. 

Some have wondered wheth- 
er his close association with 
Eddie Stanky, his friendship 
for and respect of a former 
manager, never popular local- 
ly, has been a factor.

During the glory days of the 
Gashouse Gang, the language 
Frank Frisch and friends Bill 
Klem and Beans Reardon used 
on one another was blue 
enough to curl Yul Brynner’s 
hair. Why, now the old Flash 
would be out before his high- 
pitched voice shrilled its first 
nasal impertinence. 


One Man’‘s Opinion 
Hemus has brought Gas- 
house dash and daring into the 
Redbird attack, but lately, 
we're glad to see, apparent- 
has used the hit-and-run 
less often and the run-and-hit 
more.

Lattice Crust Fresh Peach Pie 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD

NATURE HAS a kindly way of 
keeping us supplied with delica- 
ces, one after another, each in 
its season. Lush red strawber- 
ries usher in the warm weather; 
then come cool, pale melons. 
When summer is full-blown, fruit 
counters are brimming with 
golden peaches. 

Since early days peaches have 
been recognized as an epicurean 
delight. They were cultivated in 
China as early as 2700 B.C., and 
were brought to the New World 
by the Spanish sometime before 
the year 1600. Ancient Romans 
are reported to have bid the 
equivalent of $1.20 for a single 


peach. 

Today juicy-ripe peaches may 
be enjoyed by those with the 
slimmest food budgets. When 
buying them, remember that 
color may indicate the variety 
rather than quality. Choose 
those which are free from blem- 
fishes, with a fresh appearance. 
Peaches that will continue to 
ripen have a creamy or yellow- 
ish background color. Those that 
look too green often will not 
ripen, lack flavor and may 
shrivel. 

Remember, peaches won’t 
soften in the refrigerator. Ripen 
peaches at room temperature, 

keep them out of the sun. 
Refrigerate when tender to the 
touch. Lemon or other citrus 
juices will keep peeled peaches 
from darkening. 

Ways to enjoy them are count- 
less: They are delicious with 
cream, whipped cream or sour 
cream. For a change of pace,

‘ MOSCOW, Aug. 10. 

EVERYBODY needs one of these sheep’s-wool hats, I 
suppose. At least I think I need one. That is, the Russian 
hat that perches jauntily on top of your head. With earflaps. 

It was about 90 degrees 
here in Moscow. We were 
in Red Square with its 
Kremlin walls and the 
gates where Napoleon re- 
treated in the bitter winter 
snows. ( I could have used 
a yard of snow right then.) 

Behind the shady lime 
trees lies GUM, Moscow’s 
great department store. 
Not like the department 
stores we know. But a 
glassed-over series of ar- 
cades, two stories high 
with little shops fronting 
on the middle walkway. , 

We had a girl guide from Intourist. A blonde named 
Katherine. She said hats were on the second deck and we 
climbed some worn marble stairs to get to it. 

The hat shop was open to the walk and was about two 
counters long. Man, were they selling hats! The hat shop 
was mobbed with Russians who all had the same idea I 
had. Namely, that this was the day to buy fur hats. 

There were other shops—tie shops, dress shops, soap 
shops. They were getting no action. Everybody wanted a 
fur hat. 


“Why do they want to buy hats, Katherine?” 
“Because they are very warm in winter,” she said. 
“I know. But it is 90 degrees today. Why do they 
want them today?” 

“So they will have them ready for winter.” 

“Look, Katherine. I know they are warm in win- 
ter. They are excellent hats and I want one, myself, 
for the cold winter. But these people are here all the 
time. Why don’t they wait until later—maybe when 
it is only 70 degrees hot?” 

“Because when winter comes everybody wants a 
hat and it might be difficult.” 


I figured right then there was no use arguing with a 
woman. 

We edged through the crowd, which was going mad trying 
on these fur hats. 

We got hold of a hat and tried it on. Too big. We tried 
another. Too small. We asked Katherine to interpret and 
ask for a hat in between.

“We get a lot of questions on prices of things,” said one 
of the fair people. “The price of our mass-produced kitchen 
pots, for instance, seems low by local standards.

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Man’s Efforts to Control the Weather

IT COULD have happened 
during any long-ago thunder- 
storm in Paleolithic times. The 
hairy ape-man cowered fear- 
fully in his dank and chilly 
cave as lightning crackled and 
thunder crashed. Behind him 
in the dim recesses of the cave 
his mate and children, visible 
only briefly in the glare of the 
lightning, whimpered with fear 
at each bolt. man must 
have wondered how he could 
have failed his gods of sky 
and forest that they should 
visit such wrath upon him. 

He didn’t know that out of 
that visitation would come one 
of the greatest discoveries he 
would ever make—fire! A 
dead tree was set ablaze by the 
lightning. After the storm had 
passed, the 
bled down on his short muscu- 
lar legs from the mouth of the 
cave for a closer look at the 
burning tree. Seizing a flam- 
ing branch that had fallen to 
the ground, he dragged it over 
to the cave mouth and, squat- 
ting on his haunches, he stared 
in wonder at the tiny jets of 
blue and yellow flame spurting 
from the wood.

Piling more dry branches on 
the fire, he soon was basking 
in the grateful warmth of 
man’s first attempt to control 
his weather. It was admittedly 
an accomplishment of limited 
scope—the weather he _ con- 
trolled was the weather in his 
cave. But despite improve- 
ments in technique, it still rep- 
resents about all that man has 
been able to do thus far in 
realizing his dream of weather 
control. The meteorologists, 
with becoming modesty, prefer 
to call it weather modification. 
This is the first of two articles 
on their experiments.

THE GENERALIZATION in 
this purely fanciful account 
needs at least one important 
qualification. Man HAS been 
able to do something about the 
weather, the old quotation to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
This accomplishment is the arti- 
ficial seeding of clouds to pro- 
duce rain, and even though 
hopes have faf outrun what 
seem to be the limits on this 
process, it nevertheless marks 
one of the great forward steps 
in applied meteorology. 


In 1946, the late Irving Lang- 
muir, Nobel prize winner, and 
his associates, Vincent Schaefer 
and Bernard Vonnegut of the 
General Electric Co., showed 
that introduction of dry ice into 
a supercooled cloud could pro- 
duce snow and rain. A similar 
result was obtained by using 
silver iodide “smoke.” either 
from an airplane or by setting

up a generator at an elevated 
point on the land surface. In 
either case the dry-ice crystals 
or the fine particles of silver io- 
dide furnished the nuclei about 
which the moisture in the super- 
cooled cloud could form into 
snowflakes or water droplets. 


One of the difficulties of deter- 
mining the degree of success of 
the experiments lies in the size 
of the “laboratory,”’ which con- 
sists of comparatively vast 
sweeps of sky and cloud and 
land beneath. How is it possible 
to know, lacking an effective 
control, whether a given cloud 
that produced rain on seeding 
would not have produced it any- 
way? 

In 1957, a Congressional Ad- 
visory Committee on Weather 
Control studied the subject near 
Santa Barbara, Calif., where 
cloud seeding was being used 
in an effort to build up water 
reserves for a _ hydroelectric 
company. Each day that mois- 
ture-laden clouds formed over 
Santa Barbara, word was flashed 
to the cloud seeders 300 miles 
to the east. They in turn de- 
cided by a flip of a coin whether 
to seed the clouds or not. The 
coin toss was introduced to give 
the seeding a random character 
and thus afford nature an op- 
portunity to produce rain without 
man’s assistance. 

It was reported that 20 per 
cent more rain fell on the seed- 
ing days than on other days of 
virtually identical cloud forma- 
tion. Similar successes have 
been scored in other projects, 
giving rise to some rather ex- 
travagant predictions that man, 
at last, has it within his power 
to make the desert bloom and 
end forever the ancient curse of 
drouth and famine. 

For a more sober evaluation of 
the possibilities, let us consider 
these words from Dr. Henry G. 
Houghton, nead of the depart- 
ment of meteorology at Massa-

chusetts Institute of Technology 
and a recognized authority in his 
field: 


“Cloud seeding does not of- 
fer the promise of ample water 
supplies for all of mankind but 
I believe that it has an impor- 
tant future in favorable regions 
and for selected objectives. 
Many past failures have doubt- 
less resulted from seeding the 
wrong storms and from failure 
of active seeding materials to 
reach the proper regions of the 
clouds. The full potential of 
rain making will not be real- 
ized until we acquire more 
complete knowledge of natural 
precipitation processes and re- 
fine seeding technology. These 
predictions may seem modest 
in view of the glowing claims 
that have appeared in the pop- 
ular press. However, taken in 
the proper perspective of past 
efforts to modify weather, I 
consider them to be rather 
spectacular.” } 


Dr. Houghton’s words appeared 
in the December 1957 Bulletin of 
the American Meteorological So- 
ciety. To a recent inquiry by this 
writer as to whether anything 
had happened in the intervening 
months to alter his views, Dr. 
Houghton seplied in the negative. 


“Cloud seeding to stimulate the 
release of rain or snow exempli- 
fies the kind of approach that 
will almost certainly be involved 
if it ever does become feasible to 
modify weather or climate on a 
large scale,” he wrote. “Cloud 
seeding acts as a sort of trjgger 
effect to release the rain—the 
energy is provided by nature and 
only the pull of the trigger by 
man. This makes it feasible for 
man ot exert some control over 
a rather large area without the 
need for a fantastic amount of 
energy. Since the gun is cocked 
by nature and will remain cocked 
for only a short time, the degree, 
areal extent and timing of the 
effects of man’s intervention are 
severely limited. The clue to this 
type of weather modification 
emerged only as a result of many 
years of basic research on how 
nature makes rain. The research 
was not undertaken to find out 
how to control rain but only for 
an understanding of nature.” 


Dr. Houghton takes a dim view 
of any of the “Buck Rogers” 
schemes for weather control un- 
til a better understanding of the 
extremely complex atmosphere 
is developed. 

“As a conservative optimist, I 
would speculate that it will be- 
cpme possible to exert an impor- 
tant influence on the weather, 
but I would not hazard a guess 
as to how or when this will be 
accomplished,” he wrote. “The

a long-term program of basic 
atmospheric research.” 

There are, of course, other 
types of weather modification 
now in practice, but for the most 
part they are merely extensions 
of the technique first used by 
the cave dweller. 

For instance, in the citrus 
groves of California, Texas and 
Florida, smudge pots have been 
used to ward off the danger of 
frost. During World War II, ef- 
forts at fog dissipation at cer- 
tain vital military airports in 
Britain were successful, but the 
cost was prohibitive from any 
commercial standpoint. Vast 
quantities of fuel were ignited in 
troughs around the airport. The 
heat banished the fog from the 
immediate area of the airport 
and thus permitted planes to 
land, but the expense was too 
great for anything except the 
direst emergencies. 

Only recently there appeared 
a news story to the effect that 
the Russians successfully cleared 
away clouds over Moscow at the 
October Revolution anniversary 
parade of 1952. The Moscow Ra- 
dio hinted at the use of a special 
siren which, presumably, could 
set up sound waves of such a 
character as to dissolve the 
clouds. It also mentioned the use 


of ‘‘stimulators,”” small particles 
of silver or lead which are scat- 
tered by plane in cloud masses. 
This is probably a refinement of 
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the carbon black method that 
has experimentally dissipated 
clouds in this country. The ab- 
sorption of solar heat by the 
carbon black seems to be the 
principle involved. 


A much more grandiose plan 
for weather control is known 
to be under consideration by 
the Russians. This would be 
the damming of two large riv- 
ers—the Ob and Yenisei—that 
flow from Western Siberia into 
the Arctic Ocean. Winds blow- 
ing over this huge inland sea 
would provide more moderate 
temperatures and greater 
moisture, and bodies of water 
of this size could have a no- 
ticeable effect on the entire 
weather pattern of Siberia, 
which, in turn, sharply influ- 
ences the weather of the North 
American continent. The efiect 
is not yet predictable.
